LONDON, Nov. 17—There was a broad 


hint today that the 


Allied warships were hunting for the Ger- 
man pocket battleships, Deutschland and 


Admiral Scheer. 

The ministry of informa- 
tion, commenting on the co- 
operation of French and Brit- 
ish navies in hunting U-boats 
and convoying merchant 
ships, said: “That two Ger- 
man pocket battleships which 
are at large have done little 
damage must be ascribed to 
their reluctance to risk ac- 
tion with French or British 
naval units.” 

The statement followed several 
days of rumors that hunt for the 
pecket battleships was under way. 
It was considered significant that 
at about the same_ time the 
French ministry of information in 
Paris was announcing that “There 
is reason to believe that the 
French navy’'s contribution to the 
Allied war effort may be in- 
creased still further—not in order 
to reduce the burden of the Brit- 
ish navy, but to make even more 
effective the Allies’ command of 
the seas.” 


Officially, that was all that was 


said of the subject but it was taken 
for granted that the Allied navies 
would be doing their hunting as 


secretly as possible.

The Insurance Was Needed 


Tt is surely a paradox that in the year 
when western Canada has produced the 
second largest crop of wheat in history 
an amount somewhere between $10,000,- 
000 and $20,000,000 will have to be paid 
out of the Dominion treasury under the 
acre bonus plan to western farmers who 
have no crops at all or crops so light as to 
be practically worthless. 

But the bitter paradox would be if 
there were no acre bonus plan and these 
thousands of farmers whose crops have 
failed would get no wages at all for their 
labor and no compensation for their. 
wasted seed. This measure of crop insur- 
ance has not been long delayed in proving 
its worth. The only regret now is that a 
scheme of the kind was not established 
long ago. 

Traced back to its ultimate bearing, 
the acre bonus plan is something more 
than a cold economic expedient to “keep 
farmers on their land.” It is also a hu- 
manitarian measure that goes some way to 
sustain farm families in the cropless areas 
on a decent standard of living. And it 
maintains as well the self-respect of the. 
dried-out farmer, since the money is not 
paid to him as charity but as public recog- 
nition that he did his part and is in no way 
to blame because he has nothing to sell. 


Consolidation, Not Expansion 


In his broadcast address Wednesday 
evening, Hon. J. G. Gardiner did not tell 
the farmers of western Canada that war 
money will make them rich, but he did 
give them what sounded like good advice, 


based on first-hand knowledge of the 
world food situation and backed by con- 
vincing figures as to the long term range 


of wheat prices.

Such Rumors Are Dangerous 


Echoes of the blast at Munich have 
taken the form of rumors that there is 
trouble in the Nazi camp, serious enough 
to portend an explosion of a different sort 
with fatal results to the Hitler regime. 
Among others, there have been reports 
that the former Crown Prince had been be- 
headed, that General Blomberg had been 
arrested, that the stalling on the western 
front is due to refusal of the German mili- 
tary chiefs to launch a general offensive 
until they see what Stalin is up to. 

Maybe there is truth in some of these 
tales. Maybe they are all true. Denials 
from Berlin are aside from the point, for 
these are quite as likely to be only state- 
ments considered advisable in the circum- 
stances as to be statements of fact. 

That where smoke is so plentiful there 
is some fire is traditionally probable. But 
the reports originated outside Germany, 
and at best are based on information com- 
ing through underground channels. Wish- 
ful as Allied peoples may be that the Nazis 
have fallen out among themselves, or are 
threatened by growing and _ sharpening 
popular discontent, it will not do to count 
on them breaking into a party feud, or 
being overthrown by an uprising in the im- 
mediate future. 

The danger of doing so is pointed by 
a despatch which says public meetings are 
to be held in London to revive interest in 
the war! That has a sinister significance. 
It recalls the “Bus

According to a report published by the Lon- 
don Daily Sketch, Adolf Hitler will dissolve the 
Roman Catholic Church in Germany before the 
end of the year and proclaim himself chief of the 
German National Church, 

This report, mad as it may seem to some 
(there are over 30,000,000 Catholics in the Ger- 
man Reich), is by no means improbable. It cer- 
tainly will not seem improbable to those who 
have read that remarkable book, “The Catholic 
Church and German National Socialism.” It 
will seem even less improbable to those who 
have read the writings of Rosenberg and some 
of the other major figures within the Nazi 
philosophy. These men, the shock troops of the 
Nazi ideology, are first, last and all the time 
anti-Christian. Their God is a German God, a 
God who speaks to Germans through “blood and 
soil”; rejecting everything in the Scriptures. 
That is why, all through its story, the Nazi 
movement has warred not merely on Jews, but 
equally on Protestants and Catholics. 

‘It may seem incredible that Hitler, desper- 
ately anxious to maintain the morale of his 
people and to buttress their support, should want 
to destroy the church of millions of Germans. 
Yet; whom the gods would destroy they first 
make mad.—Ottawa Journal.
